AMARYLLIS — Giant  Hybrids 

Pot  the  bulbs  so  that  they  are  firmly  imbedded  in  the  soil  with  half 
of  the  bulb  exposed  above  the  surface.  Place  in  the  dark  for  three  to 
four  weeks  in  a  temperature  of  50  to  60  degrees  until  well  rooted. 
Bring  to  a  sunny  window  and  water  sparingly  until  growth  starts, 
after  which  water  regularly  and  add  a  little  bone  meal.  After  bloom¬ 
ing,  place  the  pot  outdoors  until  the  bulb  becomes  dormant  when  it 
can  be  stored  away  for  repotting  next  fall.
